Paul Moreland’s committee on Sight 
Conservation gave an extensive report 
on their work. The canvass for funds 
to support the Calgary School operated 
by the Canadian National Institute for 
the Blind was finally closed. This has 
been dragging for a long time. The 
Club members did not co-operate too 
well — only twelve Lions made their 
canvass and only half’ of the Club 
contributed personally. The Club col- 
lected &210 lost vear. $84 of which was 
on e ee et oy hie a 
$286 was collected, $36 of this from 
Lions. This is one of the major pro- 
jects of Lions International — our re- 
cord is not very flattering to the com- 


mittee. 


The committee for Sight Conserva- 
tion is much more proud of their Sight 
Survey conducted in the two local 
schools, Cliff Palmer of Lethbridge 
was again contacted and agreed to 
earry out a complete Eye-testing Ser- 
vice to all our students who were not 
tested last year. The Grade One pupils 
and all students in High School were 
given a careful eye examination and 
complete records were made of every 
boy and girl whose tests indicated 
any weakness. Mr. Palmer then left 
a copy of the record in each school 
and sent a personal letter to the pat- 
ents of such children advising them 
of the irregularity and suggesting that 
the child be taken to the family doc: 
toy for a more extensive testing, and 
then be fitted for glasses if they are 
necessary. This was not a propaganda 
scheme or business advertisment by 
Mr. Palmer — the Lions Club paid his 
travelling expenses and paid for his 
services. After the survey was made 
the parent could take his child to any 
doctor he pleased or he could ignore 
the advice entirely. 


Mr. Palmer spent ten Wednesday 
afternoons, three hours each, and test- 
ed three hundred and forty students. 
One hundred and twenty-five letters 
were mailed. The Lions Club backed 
the credit for several pairs of glasses 
and Paul Moreland and Bert Powelson 
took an afternoon off to take five 
youngsters, whose parents did not 
have cars, to Lethbridge to be fitted 
for glasses. 


The Committee spent much of their 
time and money with this project and 
the community as a whole has appreci- 
ated this worthwhile service. Many 
parents have expressed their appreci- 
ation to the Lions Club. 

This is a continuous service of the 
Lions Club and has been carried on 
for several years. The Lions hope the 
parents understand their objective and 
will co-operate to improve the learning 
capacity of handicapped boys and girls 
by providing glasses when needed, 
Parents and teachers may not realize 
the cause of the trouble — oly care- 
ful periodic testing will reveal the 
whole picture.

Things You Should 
Know 


The move to change our present 
cemetery from a place where weeds 
grew rampant to a place where we 
could lay away our loved ones with 
honor and respect had its beginning 
at a U.S.W.A. meeting in the days be- 
fore the last war. A committee of 
seven was appointed and they appeal- 
ed to the Town Fathers for permission 
to clean up our cemetery. Permission 
was readily granted. Many changes 
have ccme about since the first com- 
mittee was organized. Three of the 
original members now rest in the 
cemetery, two have moved from Ray- 
mond to make their home elsewhere 
and two of the original members are 
still on the Board. 

The first big problem facing the 
committee in those days was the bank 
of drift soil that completely covered 
two fences on the west side of the 
cemetery. Arrangements were made to 
purchase a few rods of land to the 
north of the cemetery and the two 
fences, one on top of the other, were 
taken out and replaced by a new fence 
which completely surrounds the ceme- 
tery. 

In the first clean-up it took three 
wagon-loads to haul away cans and 
bottles and other containers that had 
been taken there to hold flowers, as 
well as the old wire frames from 
flower wreaths. Many of the graves 
were in deplorable condition, some 
taking as many as twelve wheelbarrow 
loads of dirt to bring them up to the 
level of the ground, The ground was 
as dry as a desert with the wind blow- 
ing constantly over it and without 
water it was impossible to make it 
beautiful, The Committee commenced 
to raise money to instal a water sys- 
tem and in this connection a number 
of engineers visited the site and a 
rough estimate of $2,000 was given in 
1939. Work was started immediately 
to raise the required money for the 
proposed line, Then followed the war 
years when it was impossible to obtain 
much of the needed material. By the 
time the money was raised the cost 
had doubled but through the co-opera- 
tion of the citizens of our town the 
water line was laid and has been in 
use for two and a half years.

There's talk of almost everything 
from cabbages to kings in the Alberta 
legislature these days as the govern- 
ment goes through the work of spend: 
ing your money—-all $94,000,000 of it. 

Sach item must be passed separate- 
ly. Hon. Peter Dawson, Speaker, 
leaves the chair and the house is re- 
solved in to committee of supply, with 
James Hartley, Macleod as chairman. 
Each member can question each item 
and make suggestions on it. 

For instance when the department 
of agriculture estmates were gone over 
Harry Lobay, Beaver River, praised 
the work of district agriculturists and 
suggested more than the present 44 
should be provided. Hon. David Ure, 
minister of agriculture, was quick, to 
agree, but pointed out that new agri- 
culturists were given practical train- 
ing under experienced men, and this 
took time.

Something else Mr. Ure mentioned 
was an item of $40,000 for seed clean 
ing plants. The same amount was of- 
fered last year, but no one took ad- 
vantage of it. The year before four 
plants, at Westlock, Morinville, Wel 
askiwin and Camrose were built and 
had cleaned half a million bushels of 
seed last year. The government puts 
up one third, and the municipality and 
the farmers are asked to put up one 
third each. He hoped this grant would 
be applied for this year.

New Red Cross Hospital Opened.. 

© In Calgary 

More than a thousand Calgarians 
and hundreds from other Alberta 
points flocked Saturday afternoon 
(March 38rd) to a three-storey, red 
brick structure perched on one of the 
highest hilltops in Calgary's Killarney 
district. 

They were attending the long-await- 
ed opening ceremonies for the $1,135, 
000. Alberta Red Cross Crippled Child- 
ren’s hospital. 

Only a small proportion of the crowd 
was actually able to see the official 
opening which was held in the hospi- 
tal lobby because of the unsettled 
weather, but the rest heard the cere- 
monies through loud-speakers placed 
in other parts of the building.

Cross, Alberta Minister of health and 
public welfare, the audience was given 
the opportunity to inspect the magni- 
ficent new building from top to bot 
tom, 

“when we take into account the 
wonderful work done by this society 
and reflize that it is mostly done by 
volunteers, and then look at this won- 
derful new structure which was built 
by donations, it is evident that the 
people of Alberta are a generous and 
warm-hearted people,” Dr. Cross de- 
clared, 

He paid tribute to the present and 
past officers of the society who had 
worked diligently, for so many years 
to turn the hospital from a cherished 
dream into actuality, 

“When we look at the old hospital, 
inadequate as it was, and see how well 
administered it was,” Dr, Cross con- 
cluded, “we can look forward to great 
success in this magnificent new build- 
ing. 

“The Canadian Red Cross Society 
will act as official agency for the pro- 
curement of blood and blood products 
for the armed forces by supplying suf- 
ficient quantities of dried blood plas- 
ma” sald Defence Minister Brook Clax 
ton recently, The Red Cross is also 
stockpiling blood plasma for civil de- 
fence nevds. 

In addition, the Red Cross will be 
responsible for the necessary sterile 
administration sets and pyrogen-free 
distilled water for the re-constitution 
of dried blood plasma, prior to use in 
transfusions, 

“The offer of the Red Cross to sup- 
ply this splendid service, which will 
necessitate not only increased finan- 
cial support but the enrollment of 
many additional donors is most appre+ 
ciated,” Mr. Claxton said, 

Alberta Blood Transfusion Service 
depots are in Edmonton and Calgary, 
with the mobile clinics reaching the 
outlying areas during the good weath- 
er months.
